WASHINGTON, June 26— (iP) — 


Hugh S. Johnson said today that 
"without some amelioration the blue 
eagle is not going to be restored" 
to the Harriman hosiery mills in 
Tennessee. 


"I have no doubt of violation of 


the hosiery code," Johnson said at a 
press conference "I have less doubt 
of it now than ever before " 


Johnson said the case was before 


the justice depaitment for prosecu- 
tion and that he did not know what 
the department was going to do 


"It is a little bit embarrassing," 


Johnson said. 


The NRA administrator disclosed 


that on June 18 the justice depart- 
ment advised the national labor 
board that on the basis of a trans- 
script of a hearing on the Harriman 
case before the Atlanta regional la- 
bor board, the department "did not 
consider the evidence sufficient to 
warrant legal prosecution."

For Preliminary Work 


On Development. 


A preliminary issue of $200.000 In 


typewritten debentures of the Co- 
lumbus power district, proceeds of 
which arc to be used in making test 
bonnes and other preparatory work 
for construction of the canals and 
power plant, was registered Monday 
afternoon in the office of State 
Auditor Price, by Harold Kramer, 
secretary of the district, and Au- 
gust Wacner, its attorney, both of 
Columbus. 
This is the first step toward ac- 
tual development operations. The 
debentures will be turned over to a 
bank at Omaha as trustee for the 
national public works administra- 
tion which has granted $7,300,000 
to carry out the project and will 
take its securities for that amount. 


Bonds for that entire sum will be 


issued, and as soon as they are 
printed the debentures will be ex- 
changed Jor an equal amount ol 
bonds. Thcieaftcr. additional bonds 
will be delivered to the government 
each time an installment of funds 
is advanced to pay construction 
costs. 
Kramer said approximately sev- 


enty-five men. principally engineers, 
will start the preliminary work im- 
mediately, 
completing 
it 
within 


thirty to sixty days. Some of the 
actual construction may gut under- 
way this fall, and will be continued 
through the winter, depending upon 
weather conditions.

LL REPORTS from Germany indicate the seri- 


ousness of impending events. They may spell 


the doom of the surviving relic of German democra- 
jy. although the Hitler dictatorship has made a hol- 
Icw jest of it since the Iron Man of Germany came 
to power as chancellor. 


Dsme.crncy had a strange birth in Germany. 
It 


came in with a minimum of pain, notwithstanding 
that it replaced a monarchial system, which, despite 
a spirit of constitutional 
government, nevertheless 


was autocratic and imperial in ;ts attitude. Only 
thoie qualities of law obedience, of an aversion to 
mob rule, of a strong devotion to discipline and to 
stable thought and action can account for the mira- 
cle. It was a phenomenon. And the German peo- 
ple had given everything they possessed 
for 
the 


Fatherland. 
They had sacrificed their best young 


blood; they had drawn upon the old men; they had 
converted the nation itself into an. armed camp, in 
order to lend every effort and to Joend every energy 
toward a triumph; they literally had beggared and 
starved themselves— that is, those who remained — to 
win the war. And in that atmosphere, democracy 
was born, without more than a desultory' booming of 
guns, without traditional disorders and fighting; but 
so quietly, so easily, so smoothly that people 
the 


world over scarcely realized what was happening. 


Perhaps it would have been batter had the Ger- 


man pecpls been compelled to fight for their democ- 
racy. Then, once and for all. the issue would have 
been settled. 
A considerable surviving spirit, be- 


lieving in monarchy, would have had 
its day, de- 


cisively, and having lost, instead 
of continuing to 


nurse secretly the hope that the old Germany of pre- 
war days might be re-established, it would have capi- 
tulated completely to inevitable change. As it was, 
that change never was complete. Only the glamor- 
ous figure of Hindenburg. who, despite a noble effort, 
could not quite disassociate himself from the past. 
could keep down the rising tide in Germany, which 
clamored for a restoration of the Hohenzollern rule.

Little was it 
realized when that historic gathering took place that 
the boastful Hitler, erect in salute, clicking heels to- 
gether. and swaggering in his walk, was but a hol- 
low pretense of a strong man, shortly to be given the 
boot, and to be made to do the bidding of others.

MAKE O STREET SAFE FOE TRAFFIC. 


that we have a nice straight line painted 


down the middle of O street, with guide curves 


at the intersections, for the purpose of showing mo- 
torists the proper lanes for traffic, those having in 
charge the enforcement of street and road rules will 
•jndeavor to see that drivers pay some attention to 
these markings. It's a difficult job as all traffic en- 
forcement is. 


It may be taken for granted that the majority of 


automobile users will conscientiously give their co- 
operation in keeping within the boundaries thus set 
for lines of travel moving in opposite directions, for 
making right and left turns, and so on; but there 
are always some who. if left to themselves, have the 
bad habit of deliberately ignoring and violating all 
safety regulations undertaken for the good of the 
general public. 


For instance, anybody who takes the trouble to ob- 


serve car movements on O street can see for him- 
self many instances where drivers seek to pass those 
ahead of them by crossing the center line to the left, 
even when lines of other cars are coming from the 
opposite direction, which have the right of way. Not 
infrequently, it becomes 
necessary 
for a 
cautious 


driver on his own side of the line to veer sharply 
to the right to escape a collision with an offside vio- 
lator suddenly turning into his path. 


Every motorist has a right to expect that he will 


be protected in his use of the righthand traffic lane, 
as against those who disregard the markings which 
have been placed in the street. If the police fail to 
vouchsafe him this right, then there is no excuse 
whatever for going to the trouble and expense of 
painting the lines on the pavement. 


Also, there is now a signal light plainly visible on 


each corner of every intersection in the main business 
district along O street, installed at great expense with 
funds provided by the United States government. If 
these are to ssrve 
the 
purpose 
intended—if the 


streets are to be made safe for careful users—it will 
be necessary to keep a 
lookout 
for 
drivers who 


"fudge" on the lights and see that they are arrested 
and penalized. 


Nobody expects or desires, of course, that a policy 


of petty persecution should be practiced, or that per- 
rons'who inadvertently commit some minor infringe- 
ment of the regulation should be dealt with harshly. 
Any driver, for example, should have the unques- 
tioned privilege of crossing the center line to pass a 
car in front where this can be done without imperil- 
ing other cars, just as is done on all highways out- 
side of city limits. Common sense should be the 
guiding principle of enforcement here, as in every 
other case. 


SAVING THE HOME. 


EXPERIENCES in connection with the Home Own- 


ers Loan corporation, a governmental agency 


created for the purpose of aiding 
distressed home 


owners, shed a light in the discussion of debt and of 
moratoriums. 


A statement given out In Washington indicates 


that to prove it is on a business basis; the corpora- 
tion has begun foreclosing on 
borrowers 
obviously 


having no intention of paying the installments on 
their mortgages. The number, it is said, is few, and 
that is precisely what could be expected. The trait 
of honesty is more general than is dishonesty. The 
scallawag is rare. 


And had both the creditor and debtor recognized 


this fundamental characteristic of the American peo- 
ple, much of the misunderstanding and 
confusion 


with reference to delinquent debts could have been 
avoided. If nine out of every ten debtors and nine 
out of every ten creditors are scheming and planning 
to take advantage of each other, to get something to 
which they are not entitled.' then 
the situation is 


hopeless. There is no basis upon which reasonable 
action can be taken, if dishonesty predominates over 
•dishonesty. 


That suggests that had people reposed some confi- 


dence in each other, had they endeavored to com- 
promise their differences, had thev attempted in a 
spirit of fairness to readjust debts to the end that 
the debtor might retain either his home or his farm, 
discharging his obligations to the full extent of his 
ability, while at the same time that the creditor 
would not be called upon to assume a larger loss than 
circumstances made necessary, all of this 
vexatious 


problem would have corrected itself. But we have 
gone on muddling. seekuiR to have law do what it 
could not do because each case in itself presented a 
special problem, with varying human factors. Now, 
the Home Owners Loan corporation is discovering it, 
and while it has been a most beneficent undertaking, 
and in the main has proved helpful, it cannot reach 
every case. 
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DRIVER'S RESPONSIBILITY. 


THE Monday newspapers that carried stories of 


six Nebraskans losing their lives in automobile 


accidents, also contained a letter written by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to the members of the American Au- 
tomobile association, holding its convention in Wash- 
ington. 
After callinc attention to the "staggering 


toll of deaths, injuries and heavy property damage 
cau=ed by highway accidents." the 
president said: 


"Those who ;:se the highways must realise the re- 
sprnsibility they assume when they take the wheel." 


The great trc-.ib> is. however, that there are thou- 


sands of people driving automobiles who are incapa- 
ble of rw.iir.ine their responsibility, and there icems 
to be no way of keepinc them off the hichways. At 
the time the driver's license law was pcndine beJore 
the Nebraska IrcvJat-.sre its proponents assured the 
public that it wf-uld "drive the careless driver off the 
rcadf." a claim that everyone now knows was with- 
out any foundation. If the law has resulted in any 
cood whatever, it has been so small af to be indis- 
cernible.

Chancellor Hitler. The very fact
